Brigade.  U.S.  Army  Reserve  to 
California  will  directly  affect  200 
BYU  students,  an  Army  Reserve 
spokesman  said  Monday. 

THE  TRANSFER  PROPOSAL 
was  announced  last  week  by  the 
Army  Department,  and  if  it  goes 
through  it  will  mean  that  500  Utah 
Coumy  men  presently  serving  in 
the  local  battalion  of  the  Brigade 
will  no  longer  be  able  to  fulfill  their 
military  obligation  through  duty  in 
the  reserve  unit. 

Two  hundred  men  in  the  battalion 
are  BYU  students.

Suspended 
By  Council 

The  Young  Men  club  has  been 
suspended,  according  to  Dave  Zap- 
pe,  chairman  of  the  Inter-Organi- 
zation Council. 

HE  SAID  THAT  I.O.C.  Judicial 
Court  met  with  the  president  of  the 
Young  Men  on  Saturday  morning 
and  discussed  charges  that  have 
been  brought  against  the  club. 

The  suspension  will  remain  in 
effect  until  the  club  president  as- 
certains the  facts  in  the  case,  and 
the  club  makes  full  restitution  and 
reports  action  taken  to  the  I.O.C. 

ZAPPE  SAID  that  the  IOC  would 
then  make  decisions  on  whether  or 
not  to  lift  the  suspension,  and 
whether  fines  would  be  added  to 
the  action. 

The  suspension  will  include  loss 
of  all  campus  privileges  including 
scheduling  and  other  activities.

However,  he  said,  the  local  Na- 
tional Guard  unit  has  been  full 
since  July  and  has  a waiting  list. 

THE  191ST  BRIGADE  is  com- 
posed of  five  battalions  located  in 
Utah,  Idaho,  Arizona,  and  Mon- 
tana, with  present  headquarters  in 
Montana. 

The  battalion  located  in  Salt  Lake 
City  would  be  moved  if  the  transfer 
proposal  in  made  final,  Colonel 
Bitter  said. 

THE  ECONOMY  of  Utah  County 
would  also  be  adversely  affected  if 
the  transfer  goes  through.  The  loss 
of  military  expenditures  and  pay 
in  Utah  County  alone  are  estimat- 
ed at  $250,000  per  year,  the  colonel 
reported. 

Measures  have  been  taken  at 
both  the  county  and  city  level  to 
keep  the  battalion  located  in  Provo. 

UTAH  COUNTY  Commissioners 
have  communicated  with  Utah  Con- 
gressmen, and  letters  and  tele- 
grams have  been  sent  by  some 
Utah  County  mayors  and  city  com- 
missioners in  order  to  encourage 
help  in  retaining  the  reserve  unit. 

The  transfer  proposal  was  pro- 
mpted by  an  effort  of  the  govern- 
ment to  reduce  expenditures.  It 
came  as  part  of  a national  $410 
million  reduction  program. 

ANOTHER  ASPECT  of  the  tran- 
sfer, it  it  goes  into  effect,  is  that 
more  Utah  County  men  will  face 
the  draft. 

According  to  Major  Robert  D. 
Osborn  of  the  Utah  National  Guard, 
it  will  mean  that  several  hundred 
more  men  will  be  drafted  each 
year  unless  they  enlist  in  the  regu- 
, lar  service.

THE  PROJECT  was  suggested  by 
the  BYU  Chapter  of  Blue  Key,  na- 
tional honor  fraternity.  The  total 
cost  of  the  mural  was  made  up 
from  a research  grant,  individual 
donations  and  fund  raising  projects 
by  students  of  Helaman  Halls. 

The  mural,  located  on  the  east 
wall  of  the  Cannon  Center  living 
room,  is  8 feet  high  and  24  feet 
long,  divided  into  three  equal  pan- 
; els  of  8 X 8 feet. 


IT  IS  FRAMED  in  alumninum  to 
match  the  building  materials  in  its 
surroundings.  Plaques  have  been 
placed  below  each  of  the  three  sec- 
tions of  the  mural  to  describe  them. 

The  first  panel  depicts  the  peo- 
ple of  Ammon  burying  their  swords 
after  taking  an  oath.  In  the  second 
panel  Helaman  leads  his  army  of 
loOO  young  soldiers  (the  Sons  of 
Helaman)  into  battle  because  they 
have  not  taken  the  oath.

I SUBMIT  THAT  DEPRESSION  is  not  only  an  economic  prfj 
It  is  a human  problem  and  therefore  cannot  be  controlled  by  i T 
economic  manipulation.  Herein  lies  the  big  mistake  of  idealists  k- 
would  introduce  government  regulation  into  nearly  every  aspect  oi  ^ 
lives. 


President  Hoover  has  said,  “We  cannot  extend  the  master 
government  over  the  daily  life  of  a people  without  somewhere  ma 
it  master  of  people’s  souls  and  thoughts.”  He  further  stated,  ‘ 
structure  of  human  betterment  cannot  be  built  upon  foundatiM  I 
materialism  or  business,  but  upon  the  bedrock  of  individual  chara  c 
in  free  men  and  women.”  Intellectual  and  spiritual  freedom  ca  fe 
thrive  unless  there  is  economic  freedom. 


THE  REAL  CAUSES  of  depression  are  speculation,  debt,  ai 
lack  of  industry  and  thrift  on  the  part  of  the  people.  Govemni' 
economic  controls  may  provide  temporary  remedies,  but  by  pla  | 
emphasis  upon  temporary  remedies  we  bring  upon  ourselves 
which  discourage  individual  effort  and  planning  and  thus  not  i 
detract  from  but  render  virtually  impossible  a permanent  solul 


Federal  controls  limit  the  freedom  of  choice  which  is  necea 
to  develop  individual  wisdom  and  character.

William  McChesney  Martin  Jr.  de- 
clined Monday  to  tell  a congress- 
ional committee  whether  the  Fed- 
eral Reserve  Board,  which  recently 
approved  a hike  in  interest  rates, 
has  any  further  actions  in  mind.
